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SUMMARY OF BILL:  Urges and encourages the Governor and the Speakers of the 

Senate and House of Representatives to ban state-sponsored and state-funded travel within their 

respective jurisdictions to any state of the Union that has banned state-sponsored travel to 

Tennessee in a selective way.  Requires copies of the resolution be transmitted to certain
